Professor Laski 
then refers to the recent decj- 
sion of the India Office to re- 
sume recrujtment jin England 
for the Indian Civil Service, and 
says, “that this decision suggests 
to cne’s mind that the British 
Stil envisage a fairly long 
perjod before they quit India, 
or alternatively, intend to saddle 
India for many years with the 
payment of considerable sums 
of money as compensation for 
possible loss of office.’’ 

A scheme riddled with such 
glaring defects would in earlier 


years have been summarily re- 


jected by the Indian National 
Congress as beneath its con- 
sideratjon, As a matter of fact, 
Cripps’ proposals were no worse 
than Wavell’s are. How did our 
jeaders in India receive the 
Cripps’ proposals? They turned 
these down categorjcally, and 
came out with the now world- 
famous “Quit India” resolution. 
In so doing, they had to face 
a ruthless persecution at the 
hands of the British, but this 
did not daunt them. As a re- 
sult. most of them were clapped 
into jail, and thousands of their 
followers were beaten or shot to 
death because they loyally stood 
by the “Quit India” resolution. 

In the light of these facts. 
it should be regarded as a de- 
plorable retreat on the part of 
the Coneress, if they now went 
back on the “Quit Indja” resolu- 
tion, and agreed to Wavell’s 
proposals. Indeed. it would be 
a gross betrayal of the countless 
martyrs who have shed their 
blood in pursuance of the Con- 
gress mandate, “Do or Die.” 


We are, therefore, awaiting the 
result of the Simla Conference 
with the keenest anxiety. If it 
transpires that the Congress 
has after all fallen in with 
Wavell’s cunning overtures for 
compromise, we will have to put 
it down to a spirit of defeatism 
that seems to have come among 
some of our leaders in Indja jn 
the wake of the Allied victory 
over Germany.

perils of the future, he indicated, have 
improved only slightly. , 

Reviewing the early setbacks in the 
war, Churchill made his most direct 
attack yet-on Eire’s Premier, Eamon 
de Valera, for refusing to co-operate 
with Britain, : 

In the course of his speech, Churchill

Mussolini and a number of former 
Fascist leaders were arrested in the 
area of Lake Como in Northern Italy 
and on April. 29 «were summarily put 
1o death. 

Such developments virtually sealed 
the fate’ of Germany but the German 
armies continued their valiant fight. 
The Red Army finally reached 
outskirts of Berlin, and Adolf Hitler 
met the challenge personally hy stay- 
ing in the German capital to fight 
to the last. Hitler met heroic death 
in the fight for the Reich Chancellery 
on May 1. 

During this period, Anglo-American 
dispatches reported that Heinrich 
Himmler, Commander of the German 
Home Defence Army, made a proposal 
to the Anglo-American authorities so 
permit the Germans to surrender to 
them but continue ihe fight against 
the Seviet Union, while Doenitz, on 
assuming the -post-of — Reichsfuehrer, 
announced Germany's decision to 
continue resistance, especially against 
the threat -of Bolshevism.

Kusso-American Clash Of 
Interests In — Euro 
And Asia Evident 


Lisbon, May 8 (Domei)— 
Indicating the Soviet Union’s 
determination to press through 
its policy towards Poland regard- 
less of Anglo-American criticism, 
Soviet Foreign Commissar 
Viacheslay Molotov today told 


his press conference that the 
Polish question should be settled 
in accordance with the wish of 
the Polish people, according to a 
San Francisco dispatch.

Referring to the question of 
Anglo-American trusteeship pro- 
posals for backward countries, 
the Soviet Foriegn Commissar 
said, “I must first see to it that 
dependent countries are enabled 
as soon as possible to take the 
path of national independence.” 

Tokyo, May 7 (Domei)—The 
serious conflict of interests be- 
tween the United States and 
Soviet Union which is already 
manifest in recent developments 
on the international political 
scene in Europe, is destined to 
assert itself on the Asiatic front 
as well in due course of time, 


Disagreements and disunity 
between the Chungking and 
Yenan regimes have not only not 
been settled but instead have be-~ 
come aggravated following pro- 
tracted negotiations between the 
regimes since last year. Negotia- 
tions were completely stalemated

Tokyo, May 3 (Domel)—Except 
for localized enemy attacks the 
entire front on Main Okinawa 
Igiand remained without 
material change since yesterday 
May 7. At the moment the 
enemy appears to be concen- 
trating his attention on re- 
plenishing men and material 
which suffered serious depletion 
as a result of our repq@ated 
counter-attacks.

Tokyo, April 30 (Domei)— | 
There seems to be great anxiety 
in England about the problem 
of the demobilized Indian soldier 
in post-war India. They cannot 
forget that after the last war 
it was the disillusioned Indian 
soldier who had been and learnt 
much during the days of his 
campaigning in foreign lands 
that contributed greatly to the 
state of unrest that prevailed, 
especially in the Punjab, and 
that culminated in the massacre 
of Amritsar and the Satyagraha 
movement throughout India. 

To secure recruits and the 
continued loyalty of Indian 
soldiers, the British authorities 
have promised them lots of things 
when the war is over. Grants 
of land, pensions, free education 
for their children, and what not. 
But, the British know very well 
they cannot keep ail the pro- 
mises they have made; and they 
have no intention of keeping 
them either. And so. there is 
growing alarm among informed 
circles in Britain as to the 
possible turn of events when 
the soldiers are demobilized and 
they return to their villages and 


farms, 
These. soldiers have seen 
service in foreign countries. 


They have seen for themselves! 


freedom movements in various 
countries, Above all, they have 
learnt the use of arms and if 
they are let loose in the country 
without something to occupy 
their time, the British are afraid 
they might be led astray by 
revolutionary 
the country and a repetition of 
the events of 1919-1922 may take 
place, with this difference, that 
the last time the anti-British 
movement was conducted purely 
by non-violent methods, whereas 
this time they have to reckon 
with a different kind of revolu- 
tion—a bloody revolution. 

So, the British are getting 
panicky over the idea that sol- 
diers whom they trained and who 
fought by their side may turn 
against them like a boomerang, 
Therefore various schemes are 
being advocated by leading 
personalities in England to oec- 
cupy the time of the demobilized 
soldier and thus avert the danger 
of his turning revolutionary. . 

However, no amount of sche- 
mes fo keep idle hands busy are 
going to solve the difficulties of 
the Brittsh. They cannot stop 
the tide of revolution that is 
destined to burst jn full fury | 
upon India. India needs a 
change if she is to survive. And 
this change can only be brought 
about by revolution. . 

Now, India is being prepared 
for revolution by the advance 
agents of the Azad Hind Fauj 
—the army of India’s liberation 
under the supreme command of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, 
India’s great revolutionary 
leader, If every soldier of this 
army dies for India’s freedom it 
will not be too great a price.

Lisbon, April 28 (Domei)— 
Speculation is rife among in- 
formed quarters in London that 
Lord Wavell, Viceroy ‘of India 
may threaten to resign over dif-

“Great Britain and the East.” 
in its editorial yesterday admits 
that the crisis facing the British 
Raj in India is indeed a very 
serious one.

The 
article said that although 393 
enemy warcraft or vessels sunk 
or damaged represent only 25 
per cent. of the total of 1,400

One 
cartoon in the “Evening -Star”’ 
vividiy pictured the complaint of 
British soldiers over the inade- 
quacy of Army food rations. 

It showed British tommies 
presenting themselves before a 
canteen hostess whose tarders 
were empty. The caption under 
the cartoon reads: “Churchill 
had it all wrong. It ought to be 
blood, toil, sweets and teas.” 

The picture alluded to Chur- 
chill’s remark concerning “sweat 
and tears” and insinuated that 
if adequate rations were not sent 
to the troops overseas, it cer-

Smashing back furiously at 
the Red ‘Army, German troops 
were said to have recaptured the 
Koepenik Railway Station in the 
eastern suburbs but the Russians 
were said to have made a pene- 
tration along the Prenzlauer 
Allee, one of the main radial 
arteries leading to Alexander- 
platz in the heart of the capital. 

The Berlin Radio tonight said 
that Soviet tanks have penetrat- 
ed into the Berlin districts of 
Teltow, Lichtersfelde and Mari- 
endorf, while Moscow Radio re- 
ported that Soviet Marshal 
Koniev’s forces have broken into 
Berlin from the south. 

A Reuter dispatch said that 
“so far the German capital is 
resisting stiffiy, mainly because 
young Nazi fanatics are willing 
to offer their lives.” and che 
fichting is “bitter and bloody.’

LS. War Casualties 
About 40,000 Monthly 


Lisbon, Apr. 23 (Domei)—That 
American forces are suffering 
tremendous losses in the global 
war today was reflected in an 
American dispatch which quoted 
the Deputy Surgeon-General of 
the United States Army as say- 
ing that American battle casual- 
ties are returning from overseas 
at the rate of 30,000 to 40,000 
monthly. 


The Deputy Surgeon-General 
declared that many of the 
casualties were “long term 
cases,” who will need consider- 
able reconstructive surgery after 
the end of the war.

While Admiral 
Nimitz vaguely admits 7,895 
casualties, computations bas- 
ed on Nippon Imperial 
Headquarters communiques 
reveal that since their land- 
ing in southern Okinawa the 
Americans have suffered on 
the land front alone more 
than 8,600 casualties, Ad- 
‘niral Nimitz thinks that 
‘pecause he has admitted a 
figure close to the Nippon 
claim of 8,600, the American 
people will take his an- 
nouncements as true and 
correct and complete. 

But the American people 
cannot but be aware of the 
fact that the casualty figure 
of 8,600 as claimed by the 
Nipponese, and which Ad- 
miral Nimitz almost admits 
is only for the land fighting 
in Okinawa. In less than 
a month now since the be- 
ginning of the Ryukyu cam- 
paign the Americans have 


lost 393 ships—at the aver- 
age rate of 16 ships per day. 
In these sinkings and in 
their landing attempts, the 
Americans have suffered 
enormous personnel losses 
compared to ‘which the 
casualty figure for the land 
fighting in Okinawa is a 
mere trifle. 

These terrific losses are 
going to have the most seri- 
ous effect on the American 
war effort in the Pacific. In 
fact the American home 
front has been greatly dis- 
heartened. Only to mini- 
mise the disaster in the home 
front, Nimitz completely 
hides his colossal shipping 
2nd manpower losses. 


If Nimitz will not admit the 
truth, even a bigger authority 
indirectly admits the effect of 
these crippling losses. The 
Commander-in-Chief of the 
American Fleet, Admiral King, 
has declared that the war in 
the Central Pacific js taxing the 
entire strength of the American 
Navy. Because their Pacific 
fleets and task forces under Vice 
Admiral Mark Mitchell, Rich- 
mond Turner and Admiral 
Supruance have been crippled, 
Admiral] Kine is now forced to 
muster the entire strength of 
the American Navy—and the 
Americans will go on staking 
all their strength—so long as 

€re is any considerable 
Strength to collect. 

The land fighting on Okinawa 
has practically just commenced 
and the land-fighting loss of 
Over 8,600 men shows that if the 
Americans are now. forced to 
muster al] their naval strength, 
they will not now nor later be 
able to muster ground forces for 
land fighting sufficient to beat 
Nippon.

With the terrific blow and

Giving a personal account of 
his experience, Spenser said he 
had a chance to see these 
planes in action. A number of 
these aircraft, -he said, ap- 
proached American war vessels 
and went into a sudden, terrific 
dive from which they never 
emerged again. 


After a few seconds had 
elapsed, Spenser related he saw 
a black column of smoke spiral 
skyward. About 30 minutes 
later, another Nippon plane ap- 
peared overhead, and American 
warships and vessels immediate- 
ly greeted the raider with an 
intense barrage of anti-aircraft 
fire. . 

Unmindful of the anti-aircraft 


fire, the Nippon aircraft, 
Spenser said, began a sharp 
dive. As the plane did not fire 


or dump any bombs, it appeared 
certain that the raider was 
intent on crashing into the 
American ships, he declared. 
When the diving plane came 
within a few metres of its ob- 
jective, it- caught firé after being 
apparently hit by an American 
shell. However, it was too late 
to stop the plane and it plunged 
headlong into an American war- 
craft, setting it ablaze, Spenser 
said.

NEITHER for the Anglo- 
— Americans, nor for the 
Russians is the road to Berlin 
proving any too smooth. The 
anti-Axis despatches from the 
German fronts frankly admit 
that the crossings of the 
Elbe on the west and the Oder 
on the east, have to be done in 
face of unprecedented fierce- 
ness on the part of the Ger- 
mans. The Anglo-Americans 
had once fondly imagined that 
they had only to cross the 
Rhine for the whole of Ger- 
many to collapse. They are 


_ Gen. Eisen-Hower, the Sup- 
yeme .Commander of the 
Anglo-American forces 
Europe, is in an awkward 
dilemma. He is very anxious 
to dangle before his war- 


weary troops the, prospects of 


an early victory. But at the 


game time, he is afraid that 


to give his men premature 
‘hopes of victory which is not 
yet in sight is a rather 
dangerous game to play. It 
is bound to cause great dis- 
appointment in -America and 
Britain. The average man in 
both these countries, broken 
down in body and spirit by a 
protracted Armageddon, the 
objects of which he does not 
understand, is sick to death of 
this war business. He likes 
to be told that victory is just 
round the corner. 

But unfortunately for them, 
the course of war, neither ia 
Europe nor in Asia, torbodes 
any good for. the anti-Axis 


is at this moment threatening 
to become one vast graveyard 
for the invaders of the Reich 
from the East and the West, 
the Americans in the Pacific 
Front find themselves in even 
a more perilous plight. The 
battle around the waters of 
the Island of Okinawa_ has 
already cost the Yankees an 
astounding total of 379 ships, 
to say nothing of the heavy 
losses in men, planes, etc. And 
yet, according to a recent 
communique from  Mac- 
Arthur’s Headquarters, there 
has been no appreciable 
change in the situation in 
Okinawa during the last 12 


days. 

In short, the Anglo-Ameri- 
tans are not anywhere near 
If they persist 
in saying the contrary, it is 
sheer propaganda to bolster 
Up the sinking spirits of their 
war-weary peoples, and to 
keep their victims in fear and 
submission. : .

In 
the waters around Okinawa 
Islands, within the past ten days, 
the Americans have lost over 190 
warships—including some 13

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New Nippon Political 
Party Formally Formed 


Tokyo, March 30 (Domei)— 
The nation’s new political party 
fotmally came into being today 
when the inaugural meeting of 
the Dai Nippon Seijikaj (Poli- 
tical Association of Great Nip- 
pon) was held in the Diet build- 
ing this afternoon. A large 
mumber of its sponsors including 
Admiral Seizo Kobayashi of the 
Yokusan (Imperial Rule Assist- 
ance) Political | Association 
which has been replaced by the 
new party, were present. Also 
present were Premier General 
Kuniaki Koigso and all his Cabi- 
net members who attended as 
guests. Rentaro Mizuno was 
nominated chairman of the 
meeting . 

After his report on the pro- 
ceedings of the sponsoring of 
the preparatory committee, re- 
presentative Goro Ito read the 
prospective name of ithe Associa- 
tion, articles of Association, 
manifesto, and platform which 
were unanimously approved 
and adopted. 

Rentaro Mizuno nominated 
General Jiro Minami as first 
President of the Association, 
and following formal ‘approval 
of the nomination, General 
Minami delivered his inaugural 
address in Which he expressed 
his firm determination to fulfil 
the mission of the new Associa- 
tion, 

Congratula‘ory addresses by 
Premier General, Koiso and Ad- 
miral Kobayashi followed. After 
adopting a resolution of thanks 
and encouragement to the Nip- 
pon armed forces on the fight- 
ing fronts all those attending 
ioined in shouting Banzai for 
TENNO HEIKA and the meeting 
was brought to a close at 3 p.m.

It said although coalition with 
Yenan may spell political suicide 
for Chiang, too subservient a co- 
operation with the United States 
will result in just as great a dis- 
aster for him. In frying to 
avoid one by espousing the other, 
Chungking’s fate may turn out 
to be the same in either case, 
the paper saic, adding, “by re- 
fusing to co-operate with Nip- 
pon, Chiang may find that he 
has been digging his own grave, 
whatever policy he may pursue.”

Attesting to the tenacity with 
which German troops defended 
the whole depth of the main 
fighting zone, Reich ground 
forées alone destroyed 60 fully- 
laden transport gliders yester- 
day. Luftwaffe and anti- 
aircraft batteries fighting air 
landings on Mareh 24 shot 
down 149 enemy. planes, in- 
cluding 75 fully-laden transport 
The Fuehrer’s head- 
quarters communique said the 
' enemy had succeeded in scoring 
deep penetrations, advancing 
beyond Dinslaken, south;east of 
Wesel. . 

The German war communique 
said a fierce battle also con- 
tinued to rage between’ the 
Lower Sieg and Rhine, north of 
Coblenz, 
Fuehrer’s headquarters com- 
munique said, the enemy had 
crossed the Rhine between 
Worms and Ludwigshafen, but 
had been smashed jin his 
attempt to cross the river near 
Speyer.

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Back Americans 
On Rhine Front 


Berlin, March 25. (Domei)— 
Franz Westboif, Trans-Ocean 
correspondent, in a dispatch’ 
from the Rhine Front, reported 
that hard-fighting Wehrmacht 
forces yesterday fiercely checked 
the American First Army, which 
launched a major attack in an 
easterly direction along a 45- 
kilometre front from. east of 
Remagen under cover of a heavy 
artillery barrage. 

Although the Americans in- 
cessantly hurled in artillery and 
low-flying aircraft, the Germans, 
in heavy ding-dong fighting, 
succeeded in smashing American 
break-throvgh attempts and 


are holding the thrust to in-| 


significant gains, he said. | 

At dawn,. German panzer 
eroups and self-propelled guns, 
the correspondent said, dashed 
into the attacking Americans 
and violent fighting developed 
for every foot of ground, every 
piece of wood and hill. When 
the sun had risen to the zenith 
at noon, the battle was still 
raging with undiminished fury. 

Finally, the German counter- 
altack gained ground step by 
step with the support of excel- 
lently directed German artillery 
fire, and the Germans re- 
captured the places the Ameri- 
cans previously had taken. 
During the afternoon hours, the 
Americans renewed 
assaults with numerically far 
superior forces and gained some 
eround—at the maximum several 
hundred metres—after jncurring 
heavy losses, Westhoff said. 

In the central sector of the 
American First Army front, 
American attacks were reported 
to have collapsed in the face of 
stubborn German _ resistance. 

The German High Command 


announced that anti-Axis forces 


have made a new crossing of the 
Rhine south of Coblenz, “Violent 
fighting” is going on against the 
Americans who. crossed, the river 
near Braubach, Boppard and 
Saint Goarshausen, it said.

Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, 
Head of/the Provisiona] Govern- 
ment of Azad Hind, has issued a 
lstatement heartily welcoming 
the formation of a Congress 
Ministry in the North-West 
Frontier Province, by the former 
Congress Premier Dr. Khan 
Sahib.

dictatorial powers. 


| The resignation of Congress 
| Ministries did not have the same 
effect in all Provinces. In 
Provinces like Bombay, Madras, 
United Provinces and others 
where Congress Party had 
absolute majority, an alternative 
Ministry could not be formed 
and the Governors of those 
Provinces had to take over and 
continue administration with 
the help of the “mailed fist”. 
In other Provinces, for example,

Tokyo; March 22 ae 
The war results achieved by 
Nippon air units against. the 
United States task force which 
appeared south-east of Nippon 
on March 18—twelve enemy 
warcraft sunk or heavily 
camaged out of which eight 
were aircraft-carriers—cleariy 
reveal that the task force has 
been dealt a crushing blow. 


In the course of four days’ 
attack on the task force since 
its appearance in waters near 
the mainland last Sunday 
Nippon air units chiefly ham- 
mered at aircraft-carriers which 
formed its mainstay.

|Launching a general offensive 
against enemy infantry and 


tank units which. invaded the 
Meiktila sector, Nippon forces 
on the Northern Burma front 
on Mar. 9 recaptured three air- 
fields around the city, according 
to field dispatches. The air- 
fields are Otomae, and the West 
and South airdromes. . 


With heavy fighting still rag- 
ing, Nippon forces up to Mar. 
12 set ablaze or knocked out of 
commission 76 enemy tanks and 
armoured cars, and 67 motor 
lorries, and destroyed 13 artill- 
ery pieces, besides accounting 
for more than 200 enemy casu- 
alties. 

The general Nippon offensive 
has cut the retreat of enemy 
forces who are now depending 
upon airborne supplies. Nippon 
air units, co-operating with 
ground forces, on Wednesday 
night attacked the enemy air- 
field in the Meiktila sector, 
causing fires at several places. 
All the attacking bombers re- 
turned to their base unscathed. 


‘The enemy apparéntly had 
planned to break the stalemate 
on the Irrawaddy front by 
throwing jn powerful forces in 
the Meiktila sector. Nippon 
forces however, forestalled 
enemy strategy by encircling 
the enemy contingent in this 
sector, while nailing down other 
enemy forces on the Irrawaddy 
front. 

In sanguinary battles which

Shanghai, March 11 (Domei) 
~The Nippon army here yes- 
terday morning peacefully and 
without the slightest incident 
completed the disarming -of 
French resident troops and 
police. force. ; 

The disarmed _French troops 
chiefly consisted of Annamese 
soldiers who were stationed jn 
the French concession along the 
Yangtze River, ostensibly to 


protect French interests before 


the retrocession of the French 
concession. Simultaneously with 
the retrocession of the French 
concession, these French troops 
were reorganized into the 
French Indo-China troops and 
were brought to Shanghai to be 
sent to French » Indo-China. 
These troops and the police 
force will henceforth be treated 
as French citizens and in view 
of their past conduct they will 
not be permitted to contact 
other nationals. 

Other French residents who 
maintain the spirit of coopera- 
tion with Nippon for the joint 
defence of French Indo-China, 
excluding those who are sus- 
pects of enemy character, will 
be accorded magnanimous treat- 
ment with regard to their per- 
sonal safety and property. 
Some restrictions will be applied 
to the communications of the 
disarmed French troops and 
police force but they will be 
permitted to send and receive 
mail and telegrams written in 
plain language.

Lisbon, Aug. 12 (Domei)—km- 
phasizing the seriousness of the 
economic situation jn Europe, 
Joseph C. Grew, Amerjcan Under 
Secretary of State, Archjbaid 
MacLeish, Assistant Secretary of 
State, and Dr. Willard Thorp,

In a discussion with the other

reguiar commercial channels.” 

“That will mean cold homes 
and offices again this winter and 
continued shortages of meat, 
butter, sugar and other food. 
We may have to get along on 
even less than we have: now.”’ 

MacLeish sajd that the Ame- 
rjcans must be prepared to do 
this “to prevent starvation and 
to preserve freedom and demo- 
cracy in Europe.” 


Grew agreed that food was 
essential for European relief but 


said that “the’key to the whole 


question, to food, transport and 
industry, is coal.” In this con- 
nection, Grew admitted that 
shipping was a tremendous pro- 


blem in itself. “But it must be 


done and, I believe, it can be 
done,”’ he said. 

“Tn short,” he said, “we sim- 
ply cannot afford to let Euro- 
pean economy run down any 
further.

The widely-prevalent un- 
popularity of the British Indjan 
fighting services, the unwilling- 


ness of Indians to volunteer for 


them, and the extreme anxiety 
ef the British Government fo 
get more recruits to fight in 
Burma, and the regions beyond, 
were revealed jn a report from 
recejved here on 
Moncay. 


Fajling to get Indjans as 
cannon fodder by the ordinary 
recruiting methods, the British 
authorities are now getting con- 
viets and prisoners ¢o become 
soldjers. 

The New Delhj report states 
that 388 prisoners drawn from 
three Punjab jails have been 
turned into regular soldjers and 
despatched to battlefields. Most 
of them were life convicts, and 
were given military ‘training 
within the walls of the jails by 
Major Shaw w0ose services were 
specially placed at the disposal 
of the Jail Department of the 
Punjab Government. The pri- 
soners have been drafted on to 
the Pjoneerjng Labour Corps 
Company. 

The Inspector-General of Pri- 
sons, Punjab, Col. Perry, ad- 
dressing them before they set 
out to the battle-front, said, if 
they behaved well, none of them 
will have to go back to jail. He 
expressed the hope that very 
soon they might go back to their 
homes from the battlefields to 
live aS peaceful citizens.

“Those whose jncomes would 
normally make them rich must 
accept the levelling taxation 
which they bore during the war | 
and which took as much as 19 
shillings and six-pence jn the 
pound. The wealth of the 
upper classes js being wiped out 
and those who have been living 
on their capital will sooner or 
later exhaust jt. | 

“Superior education that has 
been one of the privileges of 
those classes js being ever more 
widely offered to the res+ of the 
population. 


“The State takes so much in 
death duties that the inherjt- 
ance of property is almost as 
privilege. 
The ruling classes, who not so’ 
long ago all wore old school 
ties, are now dominated by men 
once referred to as belonging +o 
the ‘lower classes.’ ”’ |

Following failure jn the at- 
tempt to land, enemy surface 
craft continued to operate jn 
waters south ‘of Puket Island, 
shelling the islang jntermjttent- 
ly, while enemy ajreraft made 
strafing attacks on airfields in 
adjacent areas.

Soviet Russia is haying every- 
thing her own way jn Europe, 
as the result, of Germany’s 
collapse. I¢ is therefore being 
insistently asked in thoughtful 
Amerjcan circles whether Nip- 
pon’s collapse, if and when it 
comes, might nof similarly give 
free scope to Russjan expansjon- 
ism in Asia. 

We do not know as yet what 
agreement the Big Three af 
Potsdam have so far arrived at. 
The nature of their talks is 
shrouded in impenetrable 
mystery. All that we can say 
now is that this mystery does 
not augur well for the post-war 
world., It looks as jf the Big 
Three are djscussing the future 
in terms of division of jnfluence 
between Soviet Unjon, and the 
West. The discussion might 
perhaps result jn a temporary 
accord, but can never lead to 
the permanent peace of the 
world. 

The master key to world peace 


is the complete elimjnation of 


all imperjalism, It is as well 
for us Indians to realise that 
when we fight for our country’s 
emancjpation, we are fighting 
not only for ourselves and our 
posterity, but also for mankind 
at large.

United States Senator 
Fears Growing Russian 
Influence In East Asia 


A New York dispatch reports 
that there is a growjng tendency 
among competent American 
statesmen to urge a compromise 
peace with Nippon, jn order to 
check further expansjon of 
Soviet influence jn East Asia. 

The New York Herald Tribune 
in an editorial says that the 
main jdea behind the arguments 
of these advocates of a compro- 
mise peace seems to be that 
Nippon would, be useful as a 
buffer state to help in checking 
Soviet activities jin the Far 
East. The paper warns Amerj- 
can politicians against inviting 
danger by arousing Russian dis- 
trust and suspjcjon. 


In Washington, speaking at 
the Senate debate on the San 
Francjsco Charter, Senator Bur- 
ton Wheeler declared that if 
Russia were allowed to replace 
Nippon as a leading Far Eastern 
power, cjvil war will rage for 
years jn Asia. Bitterly con- 
demnjng the uncondjtiona] sur- 
render policy, Wheeler said, “If 
we contjnue fighting to a bitter 
end with our savage slogan of 
unconditional surrender, we will 
have committed one of the 
major political blunders of all 
time.” 

Wheeler argued that when 
Amerjca would have reached ex- 
haustion pojnt after many more 
years’ war With Nippon, Com- 
munist jnfluence will have grown 
unchecked into monstrous pro- 
portions dividing Asia into bit- 
terly hostile groups of natijons 
with opposing jdeologies and 
conflicting political and econo- 
mic systems. Already Russia has 
gained support in Central and 
South China, French Indo- 
China, Thailand, Malaj, Burma 
and India, warned the Senator.

‘Voyage To Argentina In German U-Boat 


London, July 18—A United 
Press report states specula- 
tion on pre-surrender activities 
of the Nazi U-Boat 530 created 
ah aura of mystery, but respon- 


sible. quarters decline to attach 
eredence to latest reports, and 
it is vital that they better be 
authenticated, 

Latest reports reaching 
London state that a rubber 
dinghy with several men made 
for the coast of Argentina, in a 
replica Berchtesgaden prepared 
and provisioned by the mysteri- 
ous Polar Exyedition of 1938. 
Implication is that U-Boat 530 
transported Hitler and friends. 
Hitler and his wife Eva Braun, 
an actress whom he jis reported 
to have married three days be- 
fore the surrender of Berlin, 
is said to have taken up 
resjdence jn an immense estate 
in bleak Patagonia. 

Throwing further light on the 
Hitler mystery is a Reuter’s re- 
port from Chicago:

Mistakes Not Rectified

Although the total budget 
figure for this fiscal year, 
amounting to:some thousands of 
-mifiions of dollars, does not 
differ very much jn amount 
from jast year’s fiscal expendij- 
tures, the new budget has been 
readiusted more fully to achieve 
three major purposes: 


Firstly, an active and smooth 
exchange of commodities be- 
tween varlous regions: secondly, 
‘enhancement of stable living 
conditions, and, thirdly, a vigor- 
ous strengthening of defence for 
any eventuality. 

While the special items ac- 
count has been elimjnated, the 
new budget allocates special 
sums, for instance, for the con- 
struction of wooden craft, in- 


creased food rationing and for 


the intensification of defence 
preparations. 

In order to achjeve greater 
flexibility im meeting contingen- 
ejes which may arise, the new 
budget doubles the previous 
year’s reserve fund for use in 
five specified areas. For Syonan 
and Diawa the sums allocated 


to them from the reserve fund | 
are 21% times greater than that 


of last year. 


Twenty-one per cent. of the 
budget’s total expenditures will 
be met by la 
revenues, chiefly from Malai. 
Syonan and Diawa, while a large 
income will be derived from

This 
is in striking contrast with 
Roosevelt’s policy which demon- 
strated Rooseveltian domjnation 
over the Congress by full utili- 
zation of the brain trust.

The first hopeful sign that 
India’s independence has be- 
come an international issue 
came with Molotov’s refer- 
ence to Indian independence. 
Later, when the colonial 
problem and _  trusteeship 
question were discussed at 
_ San Francisco, Russia showed 
increasing opposition to Bri-| 
tish Imperialism. 
Netaji does not claim to be 
a prophet. But with his 
extraordinary experience and 
knowledge of world affairs, it 
is not surprising that he 
proves to be a prophet every 
now and then. Almost every 
Indian will remember how 
Netaji foresaw the very trend 
and the ultimate failure of 
the Gandhi-Jinnah negotia- 
tions just a year ago.

But no setbacks can 
undo our positive achievements. The Indian people have 
now a Government and an Army of their own and under 
the” aegis of that Government, the armed struggle for 
India’s independence was ‘aunched by the Azad Hind Fauj 
on the 4th February, 1944. So long as India remains 
enslaved, that struggle will go on. The Azad Hind Fauj 
will fight to the iast man and to the last round. 

Standing on the threshold of another year of intense 
activity and sacrifice, J want to remind my countrymen 
in East Asia that if we are true revolutionaries, we can 
never be disheartened or depressed. If we continue to 
work in the spirit of true revolutionaries, we shall never 
fail, and victory will be ours jn the end. 

The roads te Dethi are many and Delhi remains our 
goal. “Chalo Delhi” will be our slogan, so long as India 
is not free.. And “total mobilization” remains our pro- 
gramme for the future.
